Since last March, 
Meyers has been in the District of 
Columbia jail serving a sentence 
of from 20 months to five years. 


The specific charge against him 
was subornation of perjury—in- 
ducing another person to lie. It 
broke in a hearing by the Senate 
war investigating committee last 
year, which looked into the affairs 
of a war contracting firm, the 
Aviation Electric Company, of 
Dayton, Ohio. 

Meyers was accused of being 
owner of the firm, while setting 
up young Bleriot La Marre as the 
dummy president, and getting La 


ate committee. 

Meyers, now 53, was chief pur- 
chasing officer for the Army Air 
Forces during the war. He won 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
and the Legion of Merit—decora- 
tions that were stripped from him 
along with his rank and retirement 
pay when the scandal broke. Presi- 
dent Truman cashiered him from 
the armed services last July.

Stronger Than Ever 


As President Truman basks in the sun 
at Key West, the voters are cheered, Re- 
publican and Democrat alike, by the fact 
that the two-party system emerged from 
the recent election with its vitality un- 
impaired and perhaps, indeed, strength- 
ened by the victory in which the splinter 
parties were completely discredited. 

Henry Wallace mustered barely a mil- 
lion votes and the silence from the head- 
quarters of Hapless Henry is gratefully 
received by the entire people. Wallace, 
who as late as 9 o’clock election night was 
demanding the nation accept his leader- 
ship and his policy, got a million votes, 
most of them from Communists; a few 
from woolly-minded pacifists who accept- 
ed his dogma that he, and only he, could 
assure peace.

Indeed, it never was.

The Constitution never managed to 

work up much sympathy for those who 
stood on their inalienable right to refuse 
to answer questions put to them by Rep. 
Thomas and his committeemen. We 
thought they should have been open and 
aboveboard about tkeir political affilia- 
tions. Likewise, we think Rep. Thomas 
should have exercised the same forthright- 
ness and told his story to the Grand Jury.

Gaulle’s party now will have about one- 
third of the 315 seats on the Council and 
since this body can stymie legislation of 
the Assembly the De Gaulle forces may 
be in position to force an election.

It also becomes obvious that a reorgan- 
ization of the Republican Party, despite 
the defeat, might gain more Southern 
strength than now seems possible. Many 
Southerners, who never really belonged 
in the old Democratic Party, are going to 
be even more uncomfortable in the one 
that emerged from last Tuesday’s voting.

It wasn't enough merely honestly to admit guessing wrong on 
the election, Too many persons were wrong. The campaign man- 


agers for both candidates were wrong. So were the managers for | 


the Dixiecrats and the Wallace campaign. 


The writers of confidential letters (such as Kiplinger) for 
which businessmen pay good prices to get “inside” information, 
were all in error. 


Time Magazine and Life were emphatically off balance. 
national publications followed along. 

The nation’s newspapers were, in the majority, as strong in 
their error as the aforementioned magazines. 

The radio commentators were as wrong as pundits can be. 

And, finally, the polls were the worst of all. 

As a newspaperman I was distressed that the newspapers 
should be so wrong and it is about this I have done a lot of soul- 
searching. And I think I have an answer. 


Evidence I find, in going back over the files, that all along 

my associates and I kept saying that Georgia would 
go for Truman. That was, of course, relatively easy, but there 
was a doubt. 

Also, in my articles, including one in the Saturday Evening 
Post published May 22, I wrote that early that the Dixiecrats 
would get no more than four States at best and that at least half 
the Southern States, and probably two-thirds, would give their 
votes to Harry Truman. It also was indicated that Dewey’s best 
chance was in Florida and Virginia. 

All that came out in a very satisfactory manner. The Dixie- 
crats who, at the time of the writing in May, were talking of 
taking all the Southern States, had to resort to harshly undemo- 
cratic methods to carry even four States. Truman did get two- 
thirds of the Southern States and Dewey’s best Southern showing 
was in Florida and Virginia.

: So, it is most satisfactory that in our State and re 
Regional gion our readers did receive an accurate estimate on 
the election. 

But, the national picture is sadly different. It is this which 
makes me so furious with myself and which has my ¢up of re- 
gret running over. All I can say about it is I believe I learned a 
lesson. 

Checking back through the files, I find that on five occasions I 
wrote that Truman was doing well in calling attention to the 
Eightieth Congress because it was helping to make closer races in 
the States where the worst members of that Congress were again 
before the people. In two articles I called attention to the fact 
that even in Iowa, a State heavily Republican, the Democratic 
Senator was likely to win. On a trip to Minnesota I came back 
with the information that while the Democrats there thought it 
would be close as between Dewey and Truman, they believed they 
could beat Republican Senator Joe Ball. 


There was ample evidence the popular vote would be close. 


| There was evidence—which I commented on more than once—the 
_ farmers were restive about Dewey. 


So, one is left with the question as to why no one—no news- 
paper and no campaign manager, magazine, radio commentator or 
columnist—added all these factors up into a chance for Truman? 

Why did we keep saying that senatorial and congressional races 
would be close, with likely Democratic gains, but supinely ac- 
cepted the fact Dewey still would carry them”? 

Polls My only answer is that through recent years we had 
allowed the subtle influence of the polls to take over 
and do our thinking for us in regions other than our own. 

The polls had been so right that the nation had ceased to 
dispute them. The polls were, even as President Truman said, 
“sleeping polls.” The Republicans now are sick about them, say- 


ing the “sleeping polls” kept some 3,000,000 Republican votes at 
home. All of us ought to be sick about them. 

Dr. Gallup and all the others conducting polls had become 
somewhat smug and patronizing. Dr. Gallup had even professed 
to be bored about the business of predicting élections, since it was 
so sure a thing, and in a public address regretted there were not 
really difficult problems to poll. 

All I can say is, if I were a newspaperman in Iowa or the 
Middle West, I would feel worse than I do. They didn’t even 
know their own States or their region. But, I have learned this 
one lesson. I will never again take sleeping polls. I think they 
are a dangerous factor in our national life.

But Government Is People 


WASHINGTON—Some points about the second Truman admin- 
istration are clear already. For example, the President means to 
have a second New Deal if he can. But Government is people, 
as some sage has remarked. In his second term, Truman will really 
stand or fall by the men he hires as his subordinates. 


Very roughly speaking, this vital problem of the personnel of 
the new administration may be divided into two parts, foreign 
and domestic. The foreign part is the more important, for the 
peculiar reason that the campaign tensions poisoned the relations 
between the President and the ablest men on his present foreign 
and defense team. The White House currently is a constant 
source of rumors that the days of Undersecretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett are numbered. In a lesser degree, the same hints are 
given about Secretary of Defense James V. Forrestal. And even 
Secretary of State George C. Marshall’s standing is being openly 
called into question. 


Sources The men disseminating these rumors are, of course, 

such White House advisers as David K. Niles, who 
have fought the Marshall-Lovett-Forrestal policies, on Palestine 
particularly. The sources of the rumors are suspect. Yet the 
peculiarly well-integrated committee of brilliant men who have 
directed our foreign and defense affairs is nonetheless about to 
be dissolved. Forrestal may stay on for a-transitional period, al- 
though he desires to leave. But Lovett has long intended to get 
out on Jan. 20, whatever the President may wish, and the same 
apparently applies to Sec. Marshall. Thus replacements must be 
found, at least for Lovett and Marshall, and perhaps for Forrestal 
as well. 

For the State Department, Chief Justice Vinson, Averell Harri- 
man, Dean G. Acheson, Will Clayton and Sumner Welles (whom 
the Zionists are pressing) are the names most often mentioned. The 
insiders are betting on Vinson if he will consent to leave the Su- 
preme Court. For the Defense Department, a long list is offered— 
former Secretary of War Harry Woodring; Woodring’s bitter enemy, 
former Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson, who was Demo- 
cratic fund-raiser in this campaign; Secretaries of War, Navy and 
Air Royall, Sullivan and Symington, who are all active candidates; 
and the President’s crony, the lame-duck Governor of Washington, 
Mon C. Wallgren. . The insiders seem to have no choice among 
these alternatives. 


Dan er The reported candidates for the State Department are 
g all conspicuously able men, but at least two-thirds of 
the names on the Defense Department list are downright hair- 
raising. This in turn suggests the nature of the biggest danger 
now ahead. 

Human mediocrity has been spreading over the administration 
like a rather nasty fungus disease over infected skin, ever since 
the original Truman Cabinet began to disintegrate. The question 
is whether mediocrity is now to be promoted to rule over the 
really crucial fields of policy-making And even although the 
President names a Vinson, Harriman or an Acheson to the State 


Department, the choice will not counterbalance the appointment | 


of a Woodring or a Wallgren to the Defense Department. 


In the field of domestic administration, the problem is approxi- 
mately the same, although complicated by a political factor. The 
complication is that, in the domestic field, none of the President's 
subordinates had the slightest excuse for sitting on their hands 
throughout the campaign. Several of them, led by the President’s 
special crony, Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder, neverthe- 
less held themselves rather glaringly aloof from all the awful 
hurly-burly. Their line was that they would write checks but 


would not make speeches, 
Conflict The complication is important, because the hand-sit- 
ters, by an understandable coincidence, also com- 
prise most of the Truman subordinates who have consistently op- 
posed the left-wing policies on which the President won the elec- 
tion. But the fact remains that when the President returned to 
Washington in triumph, Sec. Snyder was triumphing right next 
to him on the receiving line. The President’s nature is to keep by 
him these men who are personally close, while he gladly lets such 
men as Lovett go. Thus the betting is that the political Laodiceans 


| will stay on if Truman likes them, unless they prefer such pros: 
perous private employment as the Bank of America position which | 


Snyder would have taken if the election had gone the other way. 


There are those in the White House who strongly oppose this | 
tendency, urging that if the President wants a second New Deal, | 


he had better hire some New Dealers. For this reason men like 
Wilson Wyatt and Paul Porter will no doubt be brought in for 
such special jobs as housing and stand-by price control. But here 
again the betting is that the general, basic character of the admin- 
istration will be unchanged.

While it finally was killed by the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee by a close vote after 
it had ed the House, plans were afoot to 
revive it in the next Congress. 


Luckily for the public, the promoters of 
that measure, both from Oklahoma, both 
Republicans, will be missing from the new 
Congress. Sen. Ed'H. Moore retired volun- 
tarily and did not seek re-election. Rep. 
Ress Risley, who sought his seat, ‘was de- 
feated by former Gov. Robert 8S. Kerr, 
Democrat.

His papers may be searched in vain 


any forthright declaration on this point, but forthrightness is the least of his virtues. There- 
fore, it is only by sifting, as it were, and carefully examining the more fetulant alticae of his 
eloudy lucubrations that one can clearly prove the codersperl. 


There is né better paper for this purpose than 
Frankfurter’s notorious opinion for the majority 
in the historic Ablative Case wherein he had 
the effrontery to say: “The term ‘labor dispute’ 
amid a rationale of morpulent ambriscence com- 
monly adumbrates an attempt to immunize the 
immediate postulate. The purpose, of course, is 
to crennis on the maulspave under the general 
provisions of the logos in a harmonizing defi- 
nition ultimately applicable to violations of the 


partisbord.” 


Now the unthinking will, perhaps, ignore 
the remiquity underlying this sly and dren- 
cil doctrine, but the patient student of the 
invisible government will bear in mind, t, 
the seemingly innocuous interpretation of the 
Disappearing Act within an expanding milieu 
bounded by the Anglo-Saxon ferbis; and sec- 
ond, the mitulous interfection of an out- 
moded and widely discredited milt.

To Would-Be Writers: Live 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
_ Everybody in close communion wth a publishing setup has a steady 
flow of correspondence and conversation with people who want to be 
writers. Some of them are youngsters who have grasped a. vision and 
want to share it with the world, and some are oldsters irritated with 
the thoughtless, superficial approach other writérs are taking with their 
favorite subjects. Those people recognize that self-expression is a tedious technique, 
and struggle for a key to unlock their flow of words and release it to the printed page. 


Every conscientious professional writer tries 
to help them, and every one goes about it dif- 
ferently, giving varying advice, none of it very 
effective. 

Betty Smith, the New York woman who wrote 
“A Tree Grows: in Brooklyn,” and now “To- 


morrow Will Be Better,” has recently reprinted 
the best encouragement and direction I’ve seen 
to would-be writers. It ran, appropriately enough, 
in the magazine “The Writer.” She said: | 
“, . « Keep the understanding you seem to 
have and let it grow. Try always to under- 
stand how it is with other people .. . especially 
the mean, crue] and selfish people. There is 
a reason for the way every person is. Never 
condemn. Don’t be sentimental about them but 
try to figure out what made them the way they 
are. Second in importance I’d say was living. 
By living I don’t mean rioting around. I mean 
meet every condition of life more than halfway. 
If grief or sorrow comes, don’t fight it off. Give 
in to it. Suffer ... weep. Now, don’t go 
looking for grief and sorrow, but don’t freeze 
up on them if they come. 

“When something happy comes your way, 
enjoy it for all you’re worth. If you do some- 


thing foolish, shameful and embarrassing, don’t 
let it get you down. Figure out how or why 
you did it and learn something from it. Never 
brood over it. And love people. I don’t mean 
going around spreading sunshine and turning 
the other cheek and being sentimental towards 
weak people. I mean have a flash of tender: 
ness and a measure of understanding for every- 
one who touches your life, for good or bad. 
“The rest is mechanics: Cultivating a reten- 
tive memory; continuous education ... not only 


in school, but outside, too; years of practice in 


trying to be articulate in writing; a feeling for 
the right word; hard work and reading .. . read- 
ing literature rather than popular books... .”
